with the parctalitics , whicheuerye 
man knew to bee betwenethe p2cli- 
dents and the counſafies'of the ſapd* 
court. Alſo that it was wel knowen- 
how the Conftable being infantly- 
layed vpon by certaine percial Mar 
chafits filled the wa certain hope ß 
this decre touching religion, ſhould 
not long continue: Peuertheleſſe, 
that hath not moned the ſaid p2ince 
at al ,no2 pet other of the rekoꝛmed 
churches, to ſat o2 vo anp thing that.

This publication being made Pa 
A. tii. ris 
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ris with greate impoztunate ſupte 
and rather at the pꝛaper o2 requeſt 
than at the commaundement of the 
king oz quene. The ſapdlo2d pꝛince 
after his greate ſickennes toke hys 
leaue of the king and the queene, ho 
ping to reſt him ſelk fo2 a time at his 
And in meane time were bzonght 
tho newes of the crucll and hozrible 
buttherlpe laughter committed at 
W allye in the pzeſence and compa- 
ny of þ duke of Guyſe , where were 
molt cruellp flapne many of the kin⸗ 
ges ſubiectes , as Well men as wo⸗ 
men and childzen; which were allem 
bled withoute weapon after they2 
wonted maner, fo2 to heare the ſer⸗ 
mon,and to pꝛap vnto God, folow- 
ing the reltgion and pure wo2de of

Foz 
the anſwer that he made to one of þ 
letters tontepned, that he coulde not 
come to her bycauſe he was buſped 
in keaſting his that were come to lee 
him. Ok the other letter he made no 
accompt , neyther aunſwered he any 
thinge to it. But after he Had recep⸗ 
ned and entertapned his frenbes, he 
had rather take the wape to Paris, 
which was further of krom him than 
to go to p king oꝛ quene which were 
nerer vnto him, and bepnge accom- 
panted witb the conſtable, the hg” 
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ok Dumalle, the marſhall of Sainte 


And2e and other p2tule conſel, made 
his entre info p ſapd towne of parts 
in open armure. And he muſt not er- 
cuſe him ſelke fo2 hauing taken weaz 
pon in bande and made ſuch a leaup⸗ 
ok men fo2 keare that he had of thole 
of p refo2med thurchs which he cal- 
leth Bugnenots which is as muche 
to ſape as heretikes. Foz me knowe 
well pnough in what o2der and fur- 
niture thep were that executed the 
crucltve at Maſſpe. Andhowe they 
which ſpns that tyme iopnedthem⸗ 
ſelues with him were a long time be 
koze aſlembled and armed wyth all 
ſoztes ok weapons and armure, pea 
euen to this point, that the marchan 
tes pꝛouoſt of paris agapnſt all cu⸗ 
ſtome and oꝛder went, to receiue him 
with agreat companie. And this en⸗ 
trep was made with great actlama⸗ 
tion of men that were lubozned and 
hpꝛed, as pfthe Binge him ſclfe had 
entred in parſon, and pet neither the 
Duke of Gupſe no2 anpe of his com- 
panpe ſemed to be offcnded any thig 
therewpth.
